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in violation or evasion of the provisions of this act, he
shall forfeit for each offense the sum of twenty dollars,
and shall be removed from office. ’

AN ACT for the relief of persons who hdveserved in the army and
navy of the United States.

The peopls of the state of Wisconsin, represenied in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Seorrox L. In any case where any land has been 7 e of land of
forfeited to the state by reason of non-payment of prin- non-payment o
cipal or interest due the state thereon, and such land "
has been resold by the state, the commissioners of
school and university lands may revoke such certificate
of sale in all cases where it shall be made to appear to
their satisfaction the debtor’s default was caused by his
absence in the military or naval service of the United
States ; and in all such cases tho moneys paid by the
person to whom the land was resold, shall be returned
to the persons paying the same.

SecrioNn 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
